Applicants proposed amendments to the claims are acknowledged but are deemed to raise issues of new matter not disclosed in the 
Specification as originally filed. Specifically, although Applicants Specification reasonably provides supporting basis for the recited 
limitation wherein the glass substrate contains lithium ions (see for example Spec page 6, 3), the Specification has been found to lack 
support for the limitation excluding tin from the substrate composition. 

Further, Applicants proposed amendment alters the scope of the independent claim 1 in a manner which has not been previously 
considered by the Examiner thus raising new issues requiring further search and/or consideration.
